Garagés For Railway Stations. 


It js a, sign of. the .times, that the 
Underground Railway are providing a 
motor garage at the new station which 
is being built at Morden. The. garage 18 
to hold 30 cars, and is‘to be at the service. 
of passengers at the charge of a shilling 
a day, or five sh 
‘ticket’ holders. “If the plan proves 
successft] no doubt other stations will 
ve simiturly equipped...
